2. Claims 1-15,17,19-33,35,37-38,40-42,45,46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) 
as being anticipated by Lakhotkin et al (EP 1 158 070). 



3. Claims 1-15,17,19-33,35,37-38,40-42,45,46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Lakhotkin et al (6,800,383). 



4. The Lakhotkin et al rejections are maintained for reason of record in the previous 
office action. Applicant's arguments filed 1/19/06 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The applicant argues that Lakhotkin et al does not disclose a self- 
sharpening tool. The examiner disagrees. Lakhotkin et al discloses the claimed coated 
article to be used as a cutting tool and thus included the claimed self-sharpening tool, 
and thus the rejection stands. 
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5. Claims 1-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Braun 
(WO 97/39862) 

The rejection is maintained for reason of record in the previous office action. 
Applicant's arguments filed 1/19/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that Braun et al does not disclose the alignment on 
the micro scale. The examiner disagrees. Even a columnar microstructure discloses the 
claimed alignment and thus the rejection stands.
